EMPLOYMENT SITUATION 
IN THE 'PASS STILL SERIOUS 

The number of unemployed in the Crows 
Nest Pass area is not showing much decline. 

The situation during the winter months was 
quite serious, with no prospect of gaining em¬ 
ployment. Hopes are rising that with the com¬ 
ing of good weather that many will find em¬ 
ployment on construction jobs. 


One of the main holdbacks to 
many who are attempting to find 
employment is the lack of funds to 
travel to prospective employment. 

Many men have stated if the gov¬ 
ernment would issue transportation 
warrants good for a specified dis¬ 
tance, plus a per diem allowance 
for two or three days, they could get 
employment. 

It is the contention that the em¬ 
ployment office should be allowed 
to do this. 

This could be done by giving a 
bona fide applicant a travel war¬ 


rant good for a specified distance 
and a living allowance good for 
three days. A book or card requir¬ 
ing the signature of prospective em¬ 
ployers interviewed and details of 
interview, which must be present¬ 
ed to the National Employment of¬ 
fice upon completion of the speci¬ 
fied time would control applicants 
from making a racket of the scheme. 

It is hoped that with the sitting 
of the new parliament this month 
something will be done to relieve 
unemployment immediately.

OF MANY THINGS 

(By Ambrose Hills) 

A Tribute 

This is a tribute to a labor lawyer, a man 
who has spent most of his life defending rights 
of Labor. I remember, back in the days when 
I was a young school teacher, I didn't have 
much use for the fellow. The so-called “New 
Deal" was in process down in the States, and 
this man seemed to me to have gone for it with 
his eyes closed. He was one of the authors of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act. His 
name was Donald R. Richberg. 

I had forgotten about him until just the 
other day when I read a review of a book called 
“Labor Union Monopoly". It pointed out in 
pwerful language that while the people have 
been keeping vigilant guard against the forma¬ 
tion of business monopolies, apparently num¬ 
erous labor union monopolies were established 
behind their backs. The labor union move¬ 
ment in United States has fallen, to a large de¬ 
gree, into the hands of political reformers ra¬ 
ther than working-class representatives. The 
aim of many of these men, it seems, is to cre¬ 
ate a tyrannical political force “with the ob¬ 
jective of establishing a socialist labor govern¬ 
ment." The author says it is no longer a move¬ 
ment of workers banded together to protect 
their legitimate interests. 

Reading this, I turned again to read the 
name of the author. It was Donald R. Richberg 
himself! 

Whether a great deal of the damaging evi¬ 
dence he presents is entirely accurate or not I 
cannot say. But one thing I am sure of - it 
must have taken tremendous courage for him 
to wri + e that book. He must have asked him¬ 
self a thousand times what it would do to him 
among his friends in the Labor movement. 

It is easy to write about the diffusion of 
light through a butterfly's wings, or about the 
nat ves of Bongo Bongo, and there you get into 
no troubles. But it takes courage to write force¬ 
fully about real evils in your own country, par¬ 
ticularly in a movement with which you are 
closely associated. Reprisals come fast and 
are often aimed at destroying the writer rather 
than the arguments he has presented. 

Men and women in the Labor ranks, how¬ 
ever, will owe Richberg considerable gratitude. 
He has dared to expose the manner in which 
some American Labor leaders are wandering 
far from the fine traditions of trade unionism 
and turning collective bargaining into collect¬ 
ive coercion. 


Mothers Allowance 

More comprehensive financial aid 
with cost fully borne by the pro¬ 
vincial government, to mothers de¬ 
monstrating need of financial as¬ 
sistance. was approved by the last 
session of the Alberta legislature. 

The former Mothers’ Allowance 
Act was repealed and a new act was 
passed, to take effect May 1. 

Under the new legislation the 
province assumes full cost of the 
assistance program, relieving mu¬ 
nicipalities of the 20 per cent share 
they previously were required to 
pay. Residence qualifications were 
also altered. Applicants must have 
resided anywhere in the province 
for the two previous years. Proof 
of residence within the municipal¬ 
ity no longer will be required. 

Eligibility for aid has been broad¬ 
ened to include wives of men sen¬ 
tenced to imprisonment for two 
years or longer, and wives left in 
desertion for two or more years. A 
woman who has been living in mari¬ 
tal relation with a man for two 
years or longer and to whom she 
has borne a child, may be declared 
a widow for purposes of the new 
act. 

Applications for aid will con¬ 
tinue to be treated on an individual 
basis. In addition to financial cir¬ 
cumstances, other factors to be 
taken Into account include status 
of husband before death, pensions 
from other sources, number of de¬ 
pendent children, and other related 
matters. Provision has been made 
to allow municipal secretary-trea¬ 
surers to continue receiving ap¬ 
plications and to make appropriate 
enquiries into the history and cir¬ 
cumstances of an applicant. Appli¬ 


cation also may be made directly 
to the Pensions Hoard, or to a wel¬ 
fare worker of the Department of 
Public Welfare. 

Total cost of the new program is 
to he met from an appropriation of 
$1,574,000 for the current fiscal 
yeai which began April 1. This is 
an increase of $286,000 over the 
comparable appropriations made in 
the fiscal year just concluded. 


Homes for the Aged 

Establishment of homes for the 
aged in Alberta municipalities will 
be made easier as result of amend¬ 
ments to the Home for the Aged 
and Infirm Act approved at the re¬ 
cent sitting of the Alberta legis¬ 
lature. 

The previous requirement de¬ 
manding title to any such home 
being vested in a single munici¬ 
pality has been changed to permit 
ownership of a home also being 
held by a company. This permits 
easier co-operative effort by mu¬ 
nicipalities participating in con¬ 
struction and operation of a single 
home. The company board may be 
made up of representatives from the 
co-operating municipalities, and 
each municipality may finance its 
share through sale of debentures. 

Under the new system, the grant 
from the provincial government 
may be payable to the company in¬ 
stead of only to one responsible 
municipality as formerly. 

Financial assistance for such 
homes have been materially in¬ 
creased under amendments to the 
act. Grant for construction of a 
new building is on a per capita 
basis at the rate of $1500 for fa¬ 
cilities provided to maintain each 
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resident housed in the home. 

For reconverted structures the 
grant is based on the rate of one- 
third the cost of conversion, or 
$750 for each 200 square feet of 
occupied floor space, whichever is 
the lesser. Structural additions to 
existing buildings are considered re¬ 
conversions under the act. 

All plans are subject to minis¬ 
terial approval prior to commence¬ 
ment of construction. Grants are 
payable in three instalments. The 
first follows commencement of 
framing operations, the second at 
approximately mid-point in con¬ 
struction and the final portion when 
the building is ready for occupancy. 

Chicago surgeon 
restores health 
to many infants 

TORONTO, Ont. (cp- — A stocky 
young surgeon who developed a 
method of correcting one of the 
more rare conditions among “blue 
babies’’ visited one of his young 
patients here recently. 

Dr. Thomas 0. Baffes, 34, de¬ 
vised a technique that is credited 
with saving the lives of 38 babies, 
including three from Canada, at 
Children’s Memorial Hospital in 
Chicago. 

He worked for five years devel¬ 
oping a method to correct the pre- 
viously-fatal condition known as 
transposition of the great blood 
vessels of the heart. 

Dr. Baffes and his bride, a nurse 
at Children’s Memorial, spent part 
of their Canadian honeymoon as 
guests of Mr. and Mrs. Alex Cow¬ 
ley of suburban Etobicoke. 

Two-year-old Colin Cowley, sav¬ 
ed by Dr. Baffes’ technique last 
December, g.-ve his former doctor 
and nurse a warm reception. 

Colin’s case was unique in that 
lie suffered a blockage of the heart 
as well as transposed blood ves¬ 
sels. His operation took three and 

half hours. 

Colin’s mot iter says the Chicago 
Hospital “is like no other hospital. 

“One of the unique features is 
that mothers are urged to stay and 
share a room with their ‘blue bab¬ 
ies’ until the operation — and as 
soon afterwards as the doctor 
deems advisable.” 

Dr. Baffes says about 62 per 
cent of his unusual operations now 
are successful and the percentage 
is slowly growing. With a perfect 
mechanical heart pump, almost 100 
per cent would succeed, he added. 

“And we are working with con¬ 
centrated effort on such a mech¬ 
anism.” 

Dr. Baffes first used his tech¬ 
nique in 1955 “after five years of 
endless research and operations on 
300 animals." 

The son of Greek immigrants in 
New Orleans, Dr. Baffes has writ¬ 
ten 18 medical articles and con¬ 
tributed to three medical texts. 

He is on the teaching staff of 
Northwestern University medical 
school in Chicago, staff surgeon 
of Children’s Memorial, director of 
the hospital’s research laboratory, 
and a staff surgeon at five other 
hospitals.

Bill insists on driving his an¬ 
cient 'car himself because a few 
essential phrts are missing. He says 
“I know how to nurse it along.” 

During the roaring twenties the 
old touring car was used as a taxi 
in Atlin. After an’active life bounc¬ 
ing back and forth between the 
creeks and the town, the car was 
put away in a garage around 1935 
after the death of the owner. Like 
sleeping beauty, the old girl was 
discovered 20 years later when Mr. 
Drury was poking around the 
Spruce Creek diggings. 

He promptly bought the ancient 
automobile and started it on a sec¬ 
ond life, pampered'and spoiled like 
all get out.

Pat Burns 
early west pioneer 

July 6th. 1856, in Osliawu, Upper 
Canada, was the son of Irish par¬ 
ents.

It was in Calgary, Alberta, that 
lie established the meat-packing 
firm that bears his name, and which 
was destined to become one of the 
largest businesses of its kind in 
the world, with branches in lam- 
don.

rectorships in various banking, en¬ 
gineering and insurance companies. 

He was called to the Canadian 
Senate in 1931, relinquishing his 
seat in 1936.

Coleman Fire Brigade 
Tests School Pupils 

The Coleman 1 Fire Brigade has 
been conducting (ire drills at the 
schools In Coleman during the past 
week and Fire Chief Henry Zak has 
commended both the brigade mem¬ 
bers for their work as well as the 
teachers and pupils of the schools 
for their alertness. 

At the west Coleman Cameron 
school, a straight fire drill was 
unexpectedly called and the school 
was cleared in 50 seconds. On one 
drill the main entrance on the south 
side was barred and the pupils had 
to “escape” through th doors on 
the new section of the school on 
the north side which added 15 sec¬ 
onds to the time. 

Another drill was called with 
the doors on the north side barred 
with only the south side doors left 
cleared. This reverse took the pu¬ 
pils 60 seconds to completely clear 
the school. 

While conducting the drill here 
tlje firemen, with the co-operation 
ofyseveral of the pupils, tested 
the teachers at the school by hid¬ 
ing several of the pupils within 
the school. On having the schools 
cleared for a fire drill the teachers 
are to call the roll, and a check 
is made to see that all pupils are 
out. The missing pupils were soon 
noted by the teachers and firemen 
were called upon to re-enter the 
school. 

This phase of the drills empha¬ 
sizes the great importance of a 
twice-daily roll call in class rooms. 

The drills, conducted at the 
Coleman main school also saw re¬ 
cord times accomplished as both 
sections of the school were cleared 
in 40 seconds. 

Barring off the south side door on 
one occasion required students to 
rt-trace their steps and escape 
through the north doors, which took 
80 seconds, while another attempt 
with the north door closed took 70 
seconds. 

Another tactic was tried by the 
brigade, which left only one es¬ 
cape open for the students and 
rliis took a total time of 120 sec¬ 
onds. While taking part in the drills 
one girl sprained an ankle and was 
ably picked up and carried out by 
the other students, which did not 
hinder the students record time of 
40 seconds. 

Much credit is due to the Cole¬ 
man Volunteer Fire Brigade for 
its efforts in training pupils and 
conducting fire drills as well as 
carrying on many other worthy 
projects during the year, such as 
fire inspections of the town. 

Fire Chief Henry Zak has an¬ 
nounced that plans are being made 
for the annual hose-coupling com¬ 
petitions to be held here July 1st. 
which will see 15 teams entered 
from Alberta, British Columbia and 
from Whitefish, Montana. 

Mr. Zak stated that the brigade 
is planning to have new demonstra¬ 
tions of fire equipment for the au¬ 
dience this year.

Annual Spring 
Clean-up a Fire 
Hazard 

Ignorance and disregard of fire 
hazards in the annual spring home 
clean-up, car tune-up pursuits of 
Albertans are responsible for a high 
percentage of fire losses, injuries, 
and fatalities, states Austin Bridges, 
Provincial Fire Commissioner. 

The highest monthly property 
loss from fire in Alberta is that 
recorded for April of 1955. In other 
recent years the month of May has 
run a close second. 

Few car hobbyists and home han¬ 
dymen, says Mr. Bridges, are aware 
that gas being drained from a car 
tank into an open container can ig¬ 
nite from static electricity, and that 
various paints and thinners give 
off vapors readily ignited by even a 
spark. Yet these two are common 
factors in Alberta’s annual spring 
fire toll. 

Mr. Bridges cautions that car 
gas tanks should be drained out¬ 
doors rather than inside a building. 
Das should he drained only into a 
safety container, one with a small 
opening and placed directly next 
to the tank outlet. Mixing of paints 
and thinners is safest in a room 
where there is no open flame and 
no spark. Hazards also can be re¬ 
duced by destroying painting rags 
each day. Under certain conditions 
rags soaked with oil paint thinners 
c an ignite spontaneously within 12 
hours after being put away. 

Each spring there are reports of 
people being severely burned when 
grass fires and farm stubble fires 
race out of control. Many of these 
cases are attributable to careless 
burning of dead grass and refuse 
accumulation. 

Most municipalities require per- 
• in its and proper safeguards for the 
burning of trash outdoors. If such 
burning must he done, it is best to 
pick a spot well away from house 
and garage, with a strip of black 
earth cleared around pile to be 
burned. This advice applies also to 
wire and sheet metal trash burn- 
■ is. A few pails of water and a 
rake or wet broom should be kept 
handy. After the fire dies down, 
embers sould be well soaked in wa¬ 
ter. then stirred to make sure no 
-eemingly dead embers remain 
which could be fanned into sparks 
by a gust of wind. 

First Protestant 
Alberta missionary 

Robert Terrill Rundle. a Metho¬ 
dist missionary, was born on June 
18, 1811. at Mylor. Cornwall, Eng¬ 
land. He became a lay preacher in 
his youth, and was ordained a Me¬ 
thodist minister in 1839. 

One year later he went to Nor¬ 
way House to serve as a mission¬ 
ary at Hudson's Bay Co., posts. He 
was sent to Fort Edmonton, in Oct¬ 
ober, 1840, becoming the first Pro- 
tesetant missionary in Alberta. 

At the time of his mission in that 
province no other missionary of 
any faith was working so far west¬ 
ward. 

He was the first to carry on 
Christian work among the war-like 
Blackfoot. and he Christianized the 
Stoney tribe. 

So inspiring was his work among 
the Stoney, that they were still 
practising Christianity at least 12 
years after Rundle had left the 

Rundle's parish included the ma¬ 
jor part of Alberta: Fort Edmon¬ 
ton. Rocky Mountain House, Fort 
Pitt, Lesser Slave Lake and Bow 
River. His hard missionary life 
broke his health and he returned 
to England in I84S where he car¬ 
ried on his ministerial service un¬ 
til he retried in 1887. He died in 
Lancashire, in 1896. Mount Rundle 
in Banff National Park is named 
in his honor. 


Ban on haggis 
horrifies Scots 

Scotsmen are wailing louder than 
their beloved bagpipes over Can¬ 
ada’s decision to ban import of the 
Scottish national diBh—haggis. 

Under an obscure clause in the 
Canadian Pure Food and Drug Act, 
haggis, made — more or less — of 
sheeps insides mixed with oatmeal, 
becomes a “prohibited import ”. 

Not only is the ban a slap on 
Scottish national pride — it means 
the loss of revenue from the thous¬ 
ands of haggises flown over for an¬ 
nual Robert Burns and St. Andrew’s 
Nights. 

This double blow at Scotsmen's 
pride and pocket brought mingled 
hoots and moans through this Scot¬ 
tish capital. Edinburgh. 

Defends Dish 

Along Princess Etreet, one irate 
Scot blasted the Canadian notion 
that haggis is not “pure food”. 

“We’ve been eating it for genera¬ 
tions and It's never done us any 
harm,” he said, “I don't think Scots¬ 
men in Canada will take this lying 


down.” 

In London, the Sassenach man¬ 
ager of the Scottish restaurant, de¬ 
fended Canada’s decision. 

“No one really likes haggis,” he 
said. “It’s just one of those things 
a Scotsman says he likes. It’s a 
tradition, but nobody wants to eat 
food like that nowadays. 

“No wonder the Scots exported it 
to Canada.” 

World population 
may double 
within 50 years 

"Assuming that we do not com¬ 
mit mass suicide by means of atomic 
warfare, there will be five billion 
people on the earth in the year A.D. 
2000, as compared with two and a 
halt billion in 1950,” claims Prof. 
F Baade, a Herman economist. 

The fact that the population of 
the world may double within 50 
years, for the first time in history, 
poses a problem as welj as an op¬ 
portunity to those interested in 
leaching people with the printed 
page. 

The Bible Societies, including 
the British and Foreign Bible So¬ 
ciety in Canada, at their present 
increased rate of production, go 
less than half-way towards meet¬ 
ing the current growth of the 
world’s population.

John Mart laud, an Edmonton ar¬ 
chitect in England to attend his 
son's graduation from Oxford, pick¬ 
ed up a piece of one of the timbers 
as a souvenir. An amateur wood¬

Provinces agree 
on pink slips 

VICTORIA, B.C. upi — A recip¬ 
rocal agreement for recognition of 
automobile "pink slips” has been 
signed by the provinces of Alberta 
and British Columbia, it was an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

An order-in-council passed by 
the B. C. cabinet approves accept¬ 
ance of Alberta-issued certificates 
o' financial responsibility here, on 
face value. 

Similarly, a B. C. driver involved 
in an Alberta accident will not 
have his car impounded if he can 
show his B.C.-issued pink slip. It 
attests his liability insurance is in 
force, or that he has other assets 
to guarantee settlements of claims. 

The order-in-council established 
July 1 as the effective date. 

Both provinces have established 
the same minimum requirements 
for insurance coverage. 

It is expected a similar arrange¬ 
ment will be announced soon with 
Manitoba.
